into possession of Burns’ farm and a

posed to have. 

Burns and the Roberts woman were

@noces and she was engaged as house- 
keeper, a verbal arrangement being en- 
‘tered into at the time to the effect 

if alla took good care of the old 


man during his lifetime, she was to 


receive his property at his death. 

Shortly afterward it was suggested 
to Willie Roberts that she would do 
well to have the agreement put into 
writing. With some reluctance on the 
part of Burns, this was done and a will 
was regularly drawn in favor of Willie 
Roberts. 

It was then, according to the evidence 
produced at the trial of Ed- Hubbard, 
that the plot against the life of Burn: 
began. According to a confession made 
by Hubbard, which he later retracted, 
it seemed too long to wait for the old 
man to die, and plans were made to 
end his life. 

Various means were suggested, ac- 
cording to Hubbard, and put aside as 
being too riksy. 

It came out in the evidence that 
Burns was in the habit of going in his 
boat In the early morning to set his 
fishing lines. 

On the evening of June 29 Hubbard 
went to the Burns house, he claimed in 
his confession, in response to a letter 
from Willie Roberts. The three slept 
in one room that night. After the old 
man was asleep, so Hubbard stated, the 
woman went to the “shake-down’"’ 
where he was sleeping and aroused him 
and told him to wake Burns early, 
with the excuse that he wanted to 
cross the river to catch a train for 
Hoxie, so that he could get some whis- 
ky. 

At daybreak Hubbard aroused the old 
man and the two went to the river 
bank, wnilocked the ferry boat and 
started to embark on what was ‘“Ples’ 
Burns’ last ride on the craft he had 
piloted across the river so many times. 

Here it was that “Jim,” just the 
“onery” little black and white cur, 
with a cur’s loyalty to the one who 
feeds him, came into the case. 

As the two were getting into the 
ferry “Jim” spied them‘from under the 
steps, where he slept. Barking a good 
morning greeting, he ran to the river 
bank where they were embarking and 
started to jump into the boat, to make 
the trip across, as he had done hun- 
dreds of times before with his master. 

“Don't let's take the dog,’ said Hub- 
bard, as he gave “Jim’’ a kick which 
sent him back tothe bank. “He might 
follow me after we get across and get 
lost.’’ 

So “Jim’’ did not take the trip, but 
stood on the bank, whining and telling 


in the plainest dog language that he

Nearing the middle of the river, Burns 
was pulling the boat by the ferry line. 
His back was turned to his side of the 
river and Hubbard was behind him. As 
the old mam reached forward to take a 
fresh pull on the rope, Hubbard sprang 
upon him and gave him a push forward. 
Burns fell forward and partly into the 
water. 

Realizing then the plot against his 
life, the old man struggled to regain 
his footing, but the relentless Hubbard 
took him by the heels and threw him 
overboard. 

Twice the old man's face appeared at 
the surface only to sink again, the last 
time not to rise again. 

No one saw the deed—that is, no one 
but “Jim.” 

When Hubbard saw that “‘Ples’’ Burns 
was at the bottom of the river, he pad- 
died the boat back to the shore, went 
to the house and told Willie Roberts 
that he had “fixed the old man.’ There 
he changed his undershirt, as the one 
he wore in the boat had Become wet 
and muddy during the scuffle, and made 
his way back to the Black River bot- 
toms after having turned the boat 
adrift to give the impression that the 
old man had fallen overboard while 
setting his fish lines. 

But all this time little ‘“Jim'’ was 
busy. As he saw the murderer throw 
his master into the water, his dog love 


asserted itself and into the water he 
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plunged to aid his drowning master. 
Hubbard was too much gccupied to no- 
tice the little dog and ‘‘Jim’’ was not 
molested in his mission of mercy.

Little by Httle the evidence piled up 
against Hubbard. Though repudiating 
nis formef confession, his testimony 
on the stand to the effect that he 
push Burns into the water in self 
defense was given in such a manner 
that t had little weight with the jury. 

Attorneys appointed by the Court te 
defend Hubbard fought the case stub- 
bornly. 

The date of the hanging has been set 
for Oct. 13, andthe trial of Willie Rob- 
erts for complicity will take place 
Nov. 14. 

“Jim” was a constant attendant at 
the crial, and when the verdict had 
been tcndered and the crowds went’ to 
their hemes “Jim” trotted off with his 
new master Grace, with whom he has 
lived since the tragedy.

To understand how she has looked in- 
to the face of organized greed with 
such a steady gaze, how she has con- 
yicted the greatest alliance of wealth 
and cunning the world has ever seen, 
how she has searched out and unveiled 
the crimes and cruelties of the modern 
industrial and financial centralization. 
exposing its pretense and claims to 
honor, and how she has made the rich- 
est man in the world, the silent, mas- 
terful leader of it all, writhe under her 
stroke—to understand these it is neces- 
sary to know that Miss Tarbell ap- 
preciates the pitiless power of facts.

The women who have greatly tnflu- 
enced the affairs of their countries in 
the past would have falled in the task 
to which Miss Tarbell set hereelf. 

In all the years of her now historic 
investigation of the Standard Oi! Co., 
she never “slopped over."’ She under- 
took a man’s task with the logic of a 
man. Her motlerate statements, cold, 
clear analyeier—looking at both sides of 
the case and admitting incidental merit 
in her terrible recital of crime and op- 
Ppression—give an amazing sense of 
calm, impersonal justice te the work of 
@ women. ‘ 


The slightest touch of hysteria or of 
‘“highfalutin,’’ a sign of bitterness or 
passion, a too high note of color would 
have damned her effort to bring John 
D. Rockefeller and his works to the 
bar of public opinion. She attacked the 
most complicated problem of the most 
complicated civilization in history. Leg- 
islatures and courts have labored on it 
for years. Yet it remained a mystery. 
Its lawyers and guardians laughed at 
the nation. Its enemies were befogged 
in a cloud of contradiction and legal! 
subtleties. 

This was no case for womanly intui- 
tion. What the country wanted were 
facts, facts, facts. 

Miss Tarbell.got the facts. 


Rockefeller’s Nemesis. 
Then even the church—Mr. Rockefel- 
ler’s last asylum—was stirred to its 
depths and some of its leaders uttered a 
voice that turned his victories to dust. 
To pile up $500,000,000 and then to have 
a woman attaint it! 


To reach the greatest eminence of 
wealth ever known by a human being 
and to find that a quiet American wom- 
an has turned the eyes of the world in 
scorn upon it! 

It is hard to find a parallel to the 
case of Mr. Rockefeller and Miss Tar- 
bell. 


The genesis of this gray-eyed woman. 
whose simple statements are quoted in 
legislatures and pulpits against the 
oaths of the greatest of all millionaires 
and the solemn proclamations of the 
most powerful of all corporations, is 
not without interest and significance. 

She was born in Erle County, Pa., in 
1857. Her father was a school teacher. 
So was her mother. 

She was educated in the common and 
high school of Titusville, Pa. Then she 
took a course in the Allegheny 
lege. 

In her girlhood her father became an 
oll producer in the Bradford district. 
She lived in the midst of the unsuccess- 
ful revolution against Mr. Rockefellet's 
early methods. The oll men regarded 
him and his associates as public ene- 
mies. She saw her father’s friends and

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KILLING THE BEST MEN. 

“War loweréd the standard of admission to the 
French army 3 1-3 inches between Louis XIV and 
the third republic.” 

Prof. E. A. Ross, who made this statement in a 
public lecture last week, takes ground against mil- 
itarism based upon the acknowledged fact that war 
lowers the standard of manhood. 

It is not..merely physical deterioration. As he 
puts it the Civil War cost half a million men well 
above the average in physique and in spirit. The 
South lost her flower. In the North the impulsive 
were decimated, while the calculating stayed at home 
and multiplied. 

This is a view which lovers of strife studiously 
ignore. How much mental and moral force was lost 
to France in the Napoleonic wars? What did 
Spain’s century of supremacy cost in manhood? 
Neither in France nor Spain can there be found to- 
day the equals of the great men who flourished be- 
fore the slaughter began. 

Who can say what we lost by the Civil War? 
The best, the generous men, entered the armies. 

As Prof. Ross says, the calculating stayed at home. 
May there not be a relation between this fact and 
the ruthless rule of graft which is vexing the coun- 
try today? 

Anyhow, the poorest use you can make of a su- 
perior man is to kill him. Better have him live his 
allotted time and transmit his blood to sons who 
will inherit his character and insure true progress.

Autos by Camera—Glass for Street Paving—A New Irrigating Device 


AN IRRIGATING DEVICE. 

In the irrigated sections of this councry, the land- 
owners Living along one stream are more or less de- 
pendent on each other for their respective supplies 
of weter. One person disposed to appropriate more 
than his share can readily do so by diverting ahd 
holding ‘the water, to the detriment of the farms 
situated farther down the stream. This is the cause 
of unending disputes, and all of the States in the 
Wvest aave laws designed to evercome it. A new and 
novel gate arrangement has been recently patented 
to meet this emergency by L. H. Rhead, a resident 
o* Utah, stationed at the Rio Grande reclamation 
project, where he represents the United States 
This gate regulates the flow of water 
at the heads of distributing canals and laterals, and 
is especially designed where the scarcity and unsatis- 
favtory distribution of water cause trouble among 
tliege concerned. The device consists of an iron 
gate stem, threaded, and two wheels also threaded 
to fir the stem. One of the wheels fs for the purpose 
of raising and lowering the gate, and to the other 
wheel is attached a chain and padlock, by means 


‘of which the second and smaller wheel is locked in 


any position on the stem, and this constitutes the 
locking device. This is fixed at a point which will 
“ve the kandowner all the water he is entitled to, 
and will permit him to cut the flow off entirely or 
partially if desirable, but he is unable to increase 
it to the point of depriving his neighbors of their 


share. 
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GLASS FOR STREET PAVING. 

A practical inventor and scientist, M. Garchey, 
known all over France, has made a very interesting 
experiinent in Lyons, says “Tid-Bits.""” He has dis- 
covered an entirely new method of melting all kinds 
of old glass and transforming it into material as 
hard end serviceable as Belgian blocks. In 1898 he 
obtained permission from the municipal authorities 
ef Lyons to pave a portion of one of their main streets 
with this new material and thus prove to the world 
the value of this discovery. The street selected was 
a principal thoroughfare which was under continu- 
ous and heavy traffic, and yet the glass is still as 
sound us when first put down. M. Garchey claims 
for ‘“‘ceramosrystal,”’ as he calls it, that it can be 
miunufectured at a much more reasonable figure 
than any other reliable building material now on 
the ruarkct in Burope or America, and that it is 
practically indestructible. 


TIME-RECORDING CAMERA. 

A time-recording camera has.just been patented in 
England. 

If the police wish to know the speed at which a 
motor car is traveling, two of the time-recording 
cameras referred to can be placed at each end of 
a “trup,” the distance between the points where the 
cameras are located having been accurately meas- 
ured. The plan is for the cameras to take actual 
photograpbs of a car, including the people on the 
car, as it passes the selected spo.s, recording the 
time of identification of car and occupants. If the 
watch be synchronized, the decision arrived at must 
be accepted by all parties as accurate. It is pro- 
posed, the Motor Car Journal states, that when a 
driver is summoned for exceeding the speed limit 
he bs furnished with the photographs of the car 
entering and leaving the ‘‘trap’’ and the time records. 
and be given an opportunity befo:ie appearing in 
court to measure the length of the trap and cal- 
cu.ate from this data the time actually taken in 
traversing the distance and from this the rate of 
specd. The Motor Car Journal's description, in part, 
is as follows: 

“With this camera it is possible to take a photo- 
graph of any rapidly moving object passing any 
given point, the shutter speeds giving a range of ex- 
posures from one twenty-fifth of a second to one 
one-thousundth of a second; at the same time and 
with the same movement a photograph is taken of a 
watch, thus giving the exact time. A special case 
is provided for the watch, and in an opening above 
the latter a card is inserted, giving the date, which |

test. Underneath the dial is a numbering apparatus, 
and each watchease bears a registered number be- | 
fore it is sold. The case is so that after the 
Official Lag placed the watch in the’ cage i¢ can be 
sealed (not locked) up, and it is . for the 
person in charge of the samié to with the 
Watch witheut breaking and the seal.

BOMBS FOR HAIL - in 

In a note whieh he reeently presented to. the ‘Aca- 
demie des Sciences, M. Vidal shows the efficacy of 
the new hail-destroying bombs which he has -in-} 
vented, says the Scientific American. On the first 
of August of last year, a severe storm which was 
condense] on the highest summits of the | 
Alps, at altitudes above 10,000 feet, camé wn 
through the narrow valley of the Rhone. With great 
speed it passed across the northeast end of Lake 
Leman, over the rich plains of the Vaud Canton, 
then ended at the Lake of Neuchatel. All the leeali- 
ties were much damaged by hall, except the small 
towns of Lonay and Echichens. These were the only 


and this seems to be a good proof as to the ef- 
ficacy of this means of preventing hail. Besides} 
this, Mf Videl brings out a point in meteorology 
c.scovered during the storm and hitherto completely 
uroba.rved. The clouds seemed to have been banked 
in. and were only allowed to follow a certain path. 
It is remarked that all the localities which lay higher 
than 2200 feet altitude escaped damage by the storm. 
We thue have a valuable indication as to the height 
of the stormclouds, and it seems certain that they 
kept at a very short distance from the ground, He 
considers that even whem formed at a high altitude 
in the uppcr layers of the air or on the snow-cov- 
ered tops of mountains, the storms tend to approach 
the soil, ang the more go as they are more highly 
charged with water or hail. It is due to the low 
altitude that the rockets and bombs against the 
rail are so effective. They are easily fired and ex- 
rlode in the air at 1200 or 1500 feet altitude. He pro- 
poses the study of the map so as to find the habitual 
paths of storms, then to place advance guard posts, 
which protect a certain region by firing the bombs 
and prevent the rain from changing to hail. 


ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVES FOR THE NEW 
YORK CENTRAL. 

Tho tests of electric locomotives on the New York 
Central Railroad have been so eminently satisfactory 
that the company has placed orders for electrical 
equipment, which are said to aggregate: over %6,000,- 
000 in vaiuve. The order includes 35 electric locomo- 
tives for the through express service and 175 cars, 
which are tc be used in the suburban service. Each 
of thes? engines will weigh about % tons and will 
develop ncermally 2200 horsepower, although this 
amount can be exceeded when it is necessary. They 
will be carried on eight 44-inch driving wheels, all 
coupled. Although the drawbar pull considerably 
exceeds that of the most powerful steam express 
locomotive: of the day, the concentrated load on the 
drivers will be considerably less than that on steam 
locomotives. Each engine will be able to haul at 
schedule speed a train of about twelve cars, equiva- 
lenr to a load of about 500 tons. The electric locomo- 
t'ves will be coupled to the main line incoming ex- 
press trains at Croton, where there will be a run- 
ning shed and shop conveniences for both the steam 
and electric locomectives, The expresses will be run 
into and brought out from New York City entirely 
by eleciric power. The same condithus will prevail 
at White Plains, 2% miles out from New York City, 
on the Harlem division, where the steam locomotives 
will be urcoupled and the electric locomotives will 
take their place. It is expected that this equipment 
will be ready for work within the next 12 months. 
by which time sufficient progress will have - been 
made with the change of tracks to admit of a 
partial use of the electrical service.

Pennsylvania Threatens to 


End Their Domination and 
Chose Man With Ideals.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 19.—Although 
there are few prominent politicians in 
the city at the present time, the publi- 
cation of the story to the effect that 
Henry C. Frick would succeed Boies 
Penrose as United States Senator has 
created a stir. 

Politicians, as a general rule, who are 
here iry to belittle the story. It is 
pointed out that Western Pennsyivania 
already has one representative in the 
Senate, and that it would not be likely 
that another would be selected from 
this end of the State. 

The Pittsburg Dispatch,. independent 
Republican, prints a story to the effect 
that Mr. Knox has decided to forsake 
the western end of the State as his fu- 
ture home, as was intimated in the 
newspapers some time ago, and live in 
Valley Forge, his present summer 
home. This would settle that question 
in a satisfactory way, and leave the 
western end of the State to be repre- 
sented by Mr. Frick. The Dispatch, 
however. does not take the subject in 
a very serious light. 

The Pittsburg Times, the regular Re- 
publican organ of the city, which was 
owned by Senator C. L. Magee, prints 
a hot editorial on the subject under the 
caption, “The Voters Will Do It,” in 
the course of which it says: 

“Without attaching too great import- 
ance to the current story that Senator 
Boies Penrose will voluntarily retire at 
the close of his present term and that 
certain corporate interests have decided 
upon Henry C. Frick of Pittsburg as his 
successor, it may he timely to call at- 
tention to some plain facts. Pennsy!l- 
vania and the whole country are on the 
eve of great changes in political af- 
fairs. 

“There is a

"ROME, Aug. 19.—Economy is now the 
watchword at the Vatican. Only a few 
dags ago the cardinal secretary of state 
was served with summonses in 
three suits brought: by the heirs of per- 
sons who had left some or all of their 
property to the Pope. One suit was 
that brought by the relatives of a wid- 
ow named Ottilivi, who died in 190], 
leaving her property, consisting of a 
house in Via Capo le Case, to the late 
Pope. The property is estimated to be 
worth several thousand dollars and the 
Vatican administration had already 
taken possession of it with the con- 
sent of the Probate Court. 

The heirs sued for the annullment of 
the will on the ground that the prop- 
erty had been left unconditionally to 
the Pope, and that Pius X was at the 
time only patrfarch of Venice. After 
the cardinal secretary of state was 
successfully served with the summons 
he consulted with the Pope, and it was 
arranged that he should not appear 
in court owing to the exemption of all 
cardinals, according to the Laws of 
Guarantees, from the obligation of 


making a personal appearance in civil | 


or criminal courts before the Italian 
tribunals. The case, however, proceed- 
ed, notwithstanding the cardinal's ab- 
sence, and, perhaps, because of it, was 
decided in favor of the heirs only a few 
days ago. 

Another case in which the Cardinal 
Secretary of State has been served with 
summons is that of Count Falconierl, 
who has brought suit for the restitu- 
tion of a patrimony amounting to more 
than $300,000, left to the late Pope by 
his grandfather, Horace, as a trust 
fund. This case is much more serious 
for the Vatican authorities, involving, 
as it. does, a large amount of money. 
Pius X, however, will defend the rights 
of the Holy See in the highest court, 
through the aid of the ablest lawyers. 
but will not permit his cardinal secre- 
tary or any prelate connected with the 
Vatican administration to appear in 
court, either as a witness or as a de- 
fendant

WOULD USE WAR FUND 
IN BUILDING LIBRARY 


roof Structure, 


Equal to the Needs of the In- 
stitution, Could Be Erected 
With $475,000 Received 
From Uncle Sam.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 18-—One new 
bullding, a $65,000 gymnasium, /s in 
' course of erection for Missouri State 
University and a determined crusade is 
under way for another new building, 4 

75,000 fireproof library, which is in- 
tended to serve the triple purpose of a 
memorial to the Missouri soldiers who 
fought in the Civil Wer, a library for 
the university and a secure haven for 
the historical material in the posses- 
sion of the State. 

The $175.000 which the crusaders would 
use in the erection of this memorial li- 
brary building is now in the Treasury 
of the State. It is the refund paid to 
Missouri by the Federal Government 
of moneys paid out by Missouri for Fed- 
eral purposes in carrying on the war. 
This refund was made at the 1904-5 ses- 
sion of the United States Congress, and, 
while a general sentiment has manifest- 
ed itself that the money be used in 
the erection of a memorial to the sol- 
diers from Missouri,*the form of the 
memorial is as yet undetermined. 

At the last session of the State Leg- 
islature a bill was presented in the 
lower house appropriating this money to 
the purpose nanmied. The Dill was en- 
titled “An act to appropriate money 
for the construction of a _ fireproof 
building to be known as the Missouri 
Soldiers’ Memorial Building, for the use 
of a State Historical Museum and for 
the accommodation of the libraries and 
histogical collections of the University 
of Missouri and the State Historical So- 
clety of Missouri.” 


Why Bill Failed. 


“The bill failed to pass for a num- 
ber of reasons,”’ says Walter Williams, 
a curator of the university. “The prin- 
cipal interest at the session was in the 
selection of a United States Senator, 
and the bill was introduced too late 
in the session.’ 

The crusade for the memorial build- 
ing has since its inception been car- 
ried on without interruption. An im- 
pelling cause in this was the need 
which the university feels for a new 
library. At present a suite of small, 
entirely inadequate rooms in Academic 
Hall serves the university as a library. 
Not only. tbis, but the great collection 
of books concerning Missouri and books 
by Missouri! authors, which is the most 
complete in the world. occupies three 
rooms and a part of a musty basement 
in the building. As the buitlding fs not 
fireproof, the collection is in constant 
menace of destruction by fire. 

The collection, which ts owned by 
the State Historical Society of Mis- 
sourl, was begun some # years ago by 
the present. secrotary of the society, 
F. A. Sampson. Soon after the society 
was organized in 1898 it obtained the 
services of Mr. Sampson and the dona- 
tion of his collection of ‘‘Missouriana.” 

Mr. Sampson is a bibliophile with a 
Missouriana bent. Through years spent 
in the work he has acquired the adept 
collector's gum-shoe method of work- 
ing, a method necessitated by the fact 
that ag soon as the stray rossessor of 
a much-sought volume finds out its 
“collector's value’ he attaches to it a 
value which it does not possess to him 
or to anyone not a oedllector. M. 
Sampson has spent much time in the 
second-hand bovk stores of St. Louis 
and Kanses City, string through the 
musty corners for Missouriana treas- 
ures, and has carri-d off from them 
many a volume whose c lIlector’s value 
they found out only after the book haa 
safely changed owners at a reasonable 
price. 

Books which to the ordinary book 
lover seem to have a ditch-water dul!- 
ness fill Mr. Sampson with tremulous 
eagerness. 

“You see,” he says, “hr ts a re- 
print of the session acts of the firs! 
Missouri Legislature which was made 
in elghteen-hundred-and-ever-so-few. So 
far as known there is only one <ri:ina’ 
copy of the session act in exist nee. 
This is only a photo-reprint and ex- 
tremely rare at that. The onl: origina) 
,copy is owned by Mr. So-and-so of such 
a-town, Cal. He values it because it 
contains a law relieving his grandfather 
‘f a penalty for dueling. I think the 
oclety may be able to get it when he 
iles perhaps.” 

In the collection of the society are 
complete sets of the works of Mark 
Twain and Eugene Field, both Miss»urt 
authors. They are presentation copies,

Mr, Sampson is, however, in addition, 


collecting for the society first editions 


of both authors and a_i  considerabie 
number have already been obtained. 
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“This collection, containing a large 
number of uniques, that is, books ot 
which only a single copy is known to be 
in existence, should be kept in fireproof 
quarters,” says Mr. Sampson. “If the 
university bed a iUbrary such as is be- 
ing asked for, the collections of the so- 
ciety would be safely housed in it."’ 

Mr. Sampson is the author of a Bibli>- 
graphy of Missouri Authors and of a 


of Miss*uri. 

“We have an admirable location for 
the new bui'ding on the university 
campus, to cluse the quadrangle on the 
north,” says J. C. Babb, Secretary of 
the Board of Curétors. “In this loca- 
tion it would bring the Courthouse of 
Columbia, Academie Halil and the Me- 
morial Library on one axis, making a 
monumental effect. The six great ivy- 
twined Tonic columfis, which are ali 
that remain of the main university 
building, which was destroyed by fire 
in 1882, are also on this axis.”

Graham and Glover are 
the only two men who ever swam the 
lower rapids of Niagara Falls. 

For 60 years the English Channel has 
defied the attempts of man and woman 
to cross it with no aid other than that 
given by nature. Capt. Webb's per- 
formance in August, 1875, when he 
swam from Dover to Calais, and won 
imperishable fame, is the only authen- 
tie conquest of the turbulent waters.

Like many American boys, he was 
scized with a desire to see our new pos- 
sessions and enlisted at Bloomington in 
Hie was sent to the Philippines, 
Arriving at Manila he was assigned to 
Infantry. under Capt. Rus- 
sell, who later died, as did 50 of his 
comrades, of cholera.

To talk with him one loses sight of 
the fact that he is charged with so 
grave a crime, for his eyes look fear- 
lessly and calmly into yours, conversing 
intelligently and interestingly. He is 
not the least nervous or noisy.

HER SISTER DEMANDS 
A THOROUGH INQUIRY 


Incomplete Stories of Fatal 
Launch Cruise Do Not Satis- 
fy Members of Young Wom- 
an’s Family, Now Here. 


An inquest on the deaths of Freder 
ick A. Churchill, Jr., quartermaster of 
Battery A, and of Stella McMullin. 
waitress in White's restaurant. if her 
body is found, will be begun Monday 
morning by Coroner Baron. It is ex- 
pected that the inquest will bring out 
exact details of the ill-fated cruise of 
the launch Crescent Thursday night, 
carrying a party of seven young men 
of prominent West End families, and 
three young women, during which 
Churchill and Miss McMullin were 
drowned, while bathing off Gabaret 
Island, five miles north of Merchants’ 
Bridge. 

In the meantime relatives of the 
young woman, if their present inten- 
tions are carried out, will demand of 
the police a searching investigation of 
the cause of her death. 

Mrs. Elva Weber of 28174A LaSalle 
street, sister of Miss McMullin, said 
last night to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“I shall insiat that this case be 
sified to the wery bottom. There has 
been altogether too much mystery 
surrounding it. and I am not satisfied 
with the developments up to the pres- 
ent. I want to know all about that 
party from the time it left St. Loults. 
I am waiting for my father to come. 
When he arrives the matter will be 
officially taken to the police by mem- 
bere of the family.” 

Telephone messages from Festus, 
Mo., the home of Thomas McMulilin, 
father of the girl, state that he has 
come to St. Louis. He did not visit 
Mrs. Weber's home, nor the former 
home ~of Miss McMullin, $19 North 
Compton avenue. According to Mrs. 
Weber, he went direct to Madison, II, 
to his two sons, Charles and Clarence, 
who live there. The three spent the 
day in an unavailing search for the 
body of the girl.

SULPHUR SMOKE TO 
CLOUD STRICKEN CITY 


More Than Thirty Tons to Be 
Burned by Citizens of All 
Classes Today in Thoroughly 
Fumigating Their Homes. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW ORLBANS, Aug. 19.—Reports at 
the Marine Hospital Service tonight are 
that a man who was full of arsenic Pp.lls. 
have taken three a day for nine days, 
died in the yellow fever emergency hos- 
pital at 3 o’clock this afternoon of black 
vomit in its worst form. 

This man had arssnicized himself with 
the pills, according to the theory of Dr 
Reginald B. Leach of St. Pauli, so the 
reporting physician claims, and believ- 
ing thet he was immune, went down in- 
to the infected district to see a friend. 
He was bitten by a stegomyia and de- 
veloped a violent case that ended 
fatally. 

The report of another prominent local] 
physician, sent to the Marine Hospital) 
headquarters today, was that he had a 
young lady patient uptown, gvho had 
taken the arsenic pills for two weeks, 
under the directions and that she was 
down with a violent case of fever. 
Meanwhile the Dr. Leach tests have 
made no progress. His citizens’ com- 
mittee has been turned down by the 
medical society, and Dr. Leach tonight 
declared that he would conduct the 
tests with a committee of business men 
next week. 


Fumigation Day. 

Tomortow will be ‘‘Fumigation Day” 
in New Orleans, and more than 80 
tons of sulphur will be burned in 
the residences and elsewhere, to de- 
stroy. the mosquitoes: For a week 
the health authorities and all their 
assistants have been carrying on a 
campaign of education as to how 
sulphur should be burned, and why, 
and today at every precinct head- 
quarters in every ward of the city, 
sulphur was distributed free to per- 
sons unable to purchase it. 

Besides this free distribution, cit- 
izens in every walk of life were buy- 
ing sulphur all day in quantities 
ranging from 56 cents worth to $5. 
The order has gone forth to start 
the smokes going at 10 a. m., and 
if present indications are borne out, 
New Orleans should be _ thoroughly 
sulphurized by noon. 

The report of the United States Pub- 
lic Health and Marine Hospital Service 
for the twenty-four hours ending at 
6 p. m. today: New cases of yellow 
fever, 58; deaths, “4; new foci, 17. 

The people of New Orleans find much 
encouragement in the report of the 
health authorities given out this even- 
ing indicating as it doea that there has 
been a decline in the number of new 
eases of fever and in the number of 
fatalities. 

One week ago today 
port was: New, cases, 
new foci, 25. 

At that time there had been 142 
deaths, 913 cases, and 188 foci, and 428 
persons had been discharged as cured. 
During the past seven days there have 
been fifty deaths from yellow fever in 
the city. Tonight the totals stand: 
Deaths to date, 192; cases under treat- 
ment 467, discharged as cured 685, foci 
reported to date 30. Probably one-half 
the points at one time infected, are 
now free of infection. 


Spreading Near City. 

While the situation In the city its 
undoubtedly improving there is a steady 
spread of the disease throughout the 
territory contiguous to New Orleans. 
Today the state board of health *re- 
ceived a report of one case of yellow 
feyer at Madisonville, a small place 
across Lake Pontchartrain from New 
Orleans, and seven miles from Coving- 
ton. where a great many New Orleans 
families spend the summer. and where 


a greater number of summer viseitors 
than ever before have taken refuge 


this year.

Backed Up by England, France 
and Germany in‘ Attempt to 
Prevent’ Failure of Russian- 
Japanese Conference. 


CONFERS WITH BARON 
ROSEN AT OYSTER BAY 


Gives Him Important Message 
for Czar’s Envoy, M. Witte— 
Russia Willing to Meet Ja- 
pan With Concessions. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., Aug. 19.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is exerting every particle 
of his great influence to prevent a rup- 
ture ef the peace conference at Ports- 
mouth. 

He is engaged in a supreme effort to 
induce the envoys of the belligerent 
governments to compromise their dif- 
ferences and reach an agreement that 
will result in “a just and lasting peace.’’ 

In this effort, he has the active and 
cordial support of Great Britain, France 
and Germany. 

Tremendous and world-wide pressure 
is being brought to bear upon the gov- 
ernments at St. Petersburg and Tokio 
to not permit the Washington confer- 
ence to fail of affirmative result. 

It can be said that there is ground 
for the hope that it will not fail. 

Baron de Rosen, Russian Ambassador 
to the United States, and second of the 
Russian Emperor's envoys to the peace 
conference, was with the President an 
hour late this evening at Sagamore 
Hil. 

He came to Oyster Bay by invitation 
of the President, not merely to discuss 
with him the situation, but to have pre- 
sented to him by the President a prop- 
osition, which it is hoped may solve the 
differences which have arisen between 
the plenipotentaries of theytwo govern- 
ments. 


Rosen Starts for Portsmouth. 
After his conference with the Presi- 
dent, Baron de Rosen left immediately 
for his summer home at Magnolia, 
Mass., where he and M., .Witte, the 
principal Russian envoy, expect to 
spend Sunday. 
..Neither President Roosevelt nor Ba- 
ron de Rosen would discuss even in the 
most general terms the details of the 
conference. 

The minister will present to M. Witte 
the President's suggestions. 

On the result of the consideration will 
depend the fate of the peace confer- 
ence. 

It is not improbable that before the 
envoys meet next Tuesday morning it 
may be known with some degree of def- 
initeness whether there is to be peace 
in the far East or a continuance of the 
war. 

In anticipation, however, of failure 
of the envoys to agree wpon certain of 
the articles which they had agreed to 
Mconsider and in expectation that he 
might be appealed to by the one side or 
the other before the conclusion of! the 
conference, the President has been in 
communication with the great neutral 
powers.

of Niehaus’ cell. 

In the half-darkness In the rear of the 
prisoner's cell Howard thought Niehaus 
was washing himself. Instead, with his 
back turned to the officers, he was 
plunging the knife into his heart and 
into his abdomen. Not until he fell 
heavily to the floor and the knife 
dropped into the washbasin did the 
deputies and jailer realize what had 
happened. He died within a few mo- 
ments. asa 

An inquest held yesterday by Deputy 
Coroner Fath developed no clue to the 
knife~a big, black-handled pocket- 
Knife. 


Killed Sleeping Relative. . 

Niehaus had never reconciled himself 

to his sentence. 
‘ He had declared frequently that he 
would never be hanged, but his threat 
was not taken with the seriousness 
that his action yesterday warranted. 
He had been twice respited for one 
month by Gov, Folk. He declared his 
innocence to the last. . 

Niehaus was convicted Dec. 20, 1903, 
of shooting and killing Thomas Fileu- 
del, at the latter’s home, Eighth and 
Soulard atreets. They were brothers- 
in-law and gquarreled over domestic 
troubles. Fleudel was shot as he sat 
asleep In a chair on the porch. Nle- 
haus appealed his conviction, but the 
Supreme Court sustained the verdict. 

Heusack has remained remarkably 
cool and calm since his companion’ 
death. He declares his innocence and 
his belief that he will not be hanged

Raphael, who was 70 years old, lived 
with Heusack and his wife at Tenth 
street and Ann avenue.

BIG ENGLISH CRUISER | 


RUINED BY TURNING 
INTO DANCING SHIP 


Scandal in English Navy Fol- 
lows Transformation of the 
Drake Into Ballroom. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World, ° 

LONDON, Aug. 19.—In order that it be 
suitable for entertaining purposes dur- 
ing the Second Cruiser Squadron's visit 
to the shores of America, the flagship 
Drake, before her departure, was pro- 
vided with a ballroom, in which 0 
persons can dance. 

The complaint in naval circles is, 
however, that the war efficiency vf the 
vessel has been considerably impaired 
by the wholesale character of these 
alterations. The Drake is now alleged 
to be much more fitted for entertaining 
than for fighting. 

The general feeling among naval 
officers is that the alterations have 
been carried to unnecessary lengths. 

The Drake's afterbridge has lLeen 
bodily removed, together with the 
small quick-firing guns that were 
mounted upon it. 

The boat chocks, in which the steam 
pinnaces and large cutters rest when 
at sea, have been uprooted, so as (to 
clear the upper deck of all obstructions 
and enable it to be converted into a 
floor for dancing. 

The Drake's carpenters fitted a por- 
table dancing floor to the boat deck 
of the great cruiser. This extends frum 
immediately abaft the aftermost funnel! 
to the break of the deck, a distance of 
gome 1230 feet, and measure the whole 
beam of the vessel, 71 feet. 

All the superstructure upon this space 
has been cleared away and the guns 
of the upper works rendered tempo- 
rarily unworkable. 


GERMANY IS TIRED OF 
WAR IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


BERLIN, Aug. 19.—Efforts are being 
made here and throughout the prov- 
inces to bring pressure to bear on the 
Government to summon the Reichstag 
for an early autumn session. The chief 
matter regarding which the nation 
wants information Is affairs in South- 
west Africa. 

Although operations have now been 
carried on for 18 months and a constant 
drain of men and money has been leav- 
ing, Germany for this protectorate the 
end of the war is not yet within sight, 
both the Hereros and the Hottentot 
tribes being apparently able to carry on 
their guerrilla tactics for another 18 
months. 

Various estimates have been made as 
to the cost of the expedition so far, 
some authorities putting it as high as 
340,000,000. It is suggested in influential 
quarters that the Reichstag should be 
given an opportunity of discussing the 
entire position. with the object of show- 
ing the Government that some sort of 
an honorable peace is better than this 
continuous drain on the resources of 
the country. Feeling is all the more 
bitter on the subject, as it is well 
known that by far the greater part of 
Southwest Africa is nothing better than 
a hopeless desert.

The little church of San Lorenzo in 
the village of the same name about six 
miles below Juarez, on the Mexican side 
of the river, was the mecca of all who 
had made bargains with Saint Lorenzo 
during the past year. They went, for 
the belief is well established that pun- 
ishment by fire follows a fallure to 
keep the promise made during a time of 
sickness or need. 

According to the established custom 
at any time. during the year, when 
there is sickness in the family of one 
of this following, a voluntary compact is 
made with San Lorenzo, by the terms 
of which the sick one is to make some 
sacrifice or some gift in return for the 
restoration of the applicant's physical 
powers. 

It may be that an eye is affected. or 
an arm or the head. If such be the 
case, it is not out of the ordinary for 
the afflicted one to promise a gold or a 
silver eye or arm or head to this saint 
on condition that a return to health be 
allowed. Should the person recover, he 
then considers himself religiously bound 
to pay his promise to San Lorenzo and 
pay day always begins Aug. 10. 

Thus originates the festival of San 
Lorenzo. In times past it only extend- 
ed over one day, but of late years con- 
cessions are obtained from the Govern- 
ment for a threedays’ celebration and 
the nature of the event has undergone 
a little change. In addition to those 
who make their promised trips to the 
little church and pay their promises 
made during the last ‘year, many spec- 
tators attend and the time becomes. a 
season of feasting and gayety. 

To many, however, it stil! retains its 
original significance. especially if they 
have been the recipient of benefits from 
the saint's hands during the past year. 
Many and various are the promises 
made by different people. One woman 
who lived only a short, distance from 
the church i#@ said to have promised to 
go to the church on her knees on the 
occasion of the next paying of the 
promises. She recovered and made her 
pilgrimage as she had agreed. Another 
promised to walk to the church from 
his little farm below San Elizaria. a 
distance of 17 miles. He got his health 
back, and made his journey on the ap- 
pointed day. 
One special corner of the old church 
is set aside for these gifts and the va- 
riety beggars description. Gold and 
silver modeled into a resemblance of al- 
most every part of the body are in 
plenty,

with which they keep their promises. 

The usual Indian sacrificial dance 
takes place during these celebrations 
and it.is very weird, strange, pictur- 
esque and interesting, a reminder of the 
days of barbarism and ignorance, when 
some uncanny dance was the only re- 
ligion of the inhabitants of the parts.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—The subma- 
rine torpedo boat Plunger will leave the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard at 1 p. m. to- 
morrow for Oyster Bay, where she its 
to be tested by President Rodsevelt. 

Lieut. Charles Nelson, her command- 
er, said today it was understood the 
test will take place on Thursday next, 
although the date has not been Official- 
ly announced from Oyster Bay. 

The Plunger will reach there some 
time tomorrow evening and will anchor 
in deep water in the bay. 

It has been denied that President 
Roosevelt will be actually on board the 
Plunger during her maneuvers. But he 
will, it is said, go down in the craft 
before the test and familiarize himself 
with her machinery, construction and 
methods of operation during hostilities. 

The test will take piace in the sound, 
just outside the entrance to Uyster 
and will be witnessed by toa pony 
dent from the deck of the yacht Sylph.. 
The Plunger will dive and rise, and will 
also discharge torpedoes. The President 
has let it be known that he takes a 
deep interest in the Plunger and other 
boats of her type, especially since the 
greet naval battle between Japan and 

ussia. It was at his personal request 
that the forthcoming test was arranged. 

The President is desirous of encourag- 
ing officers of the navy to underta e 
original and daring work. He is an a 
mirer of Commander Nelson, who is 
known as a fearless submarine naviga- 
tor and fighter. 

The Plunger is 65 feet long, 11 feet 4 
inches in beam, and can steam eight 
miles awash. . Her sister craft are the 
Adder, Pike.

The Plunger is a  cigar-shaped craft, 
little of her showing above the sur- 
face of the water. 

There is a hatchway 2 by 4 feet, 
through which the crew enter the ves- 
sel and a conning tower rising to a 
height of 5 feet above the deck, t ugh 
which also the men may enter and 
leave. 

The Plunger has a displacement of 108 
tons when at the surface and 120 tons 
when submerged 

When the Plunger goes below the sur- 
face a horizontal rudder with which she 
is equipped is deflected downward, the 
pressure of the water against it over- 
coming her positive buoyancy of 
pounds and sending the stern up while 
the bow goes downward. To make her 
rise the horizontal rudder is deflected 
upward. Water ifs let into a system of 
tanks to help sink the vessel and to 
preserve her trim. When it fs neces- 
sary this water is expelled by wertful 
pumps. In case the pumps should be 
too slow pneumatic force can be ap- 
plied to blow the water out. 

The air in the submarine will last, 
under normal conditions, for seven 
hours without being renewed. When 
fresh air is needed during ‘a trip below 
the surface it Is supplied from eight 
flasks, each of five cubic feet capacity, 
which are charged to pressure of 200 
nounds to the square inch. No food is 
carried on the boat. 

She can stay submerged several days 
without danger to the crew and can 
travel 500 miles without renewing her 
fuel supply in the form of gasoline. 

Her offensive equipment consists of 
four big Whitehead torpedoes, which 
she can fire from a submerged tube in 
her bow.

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 19.—Timely 
rains have greatly relieved the appre- 
hensions of the farmers by stopping 
the tendency to shedding in the cotton 
crop.

BERLIN, Aug. 19.—Some curious sta- 
tistics relating to suicides in Germany 
are published by the Government Sta- 
tistical Department here. From these it 
wvuuld appear that during the past few 


steadily 
and women, although so far the men 
exceed the women in the proportion of 
four to one. It is terrible to read that 
suicides among school children are 
largely increasing, especially just be- 
fore ane afte examinations. In. the year 


of age took their lives. The age when 
most suicides occur among men is be- 
tween 50 and ©, and among women be- 
tween 20 and 30. Most suicides occur in 
the spring and fewest in December. in 
nine-tenths of the cases the methods 
adopted are drowning, hangin and 
shooting. There are comparatively few 
instances of the use of poison, which is 
the means chiefly chosen by women. 
Women, says the report, show an in- 
veterate dislike to select any mode of 
death which might disfigure their faces. 
Among men it is need or pecuniary em- 
barrassment which drives most to take 
their own lives. This factor also plays 
an important part with women, but, in 
addition, a strong body of them are 
urged to suicide by unrequited affection.

Whisky and Gambling, Which 
Leave Poverty in Their 
Wake, Are Blamed by Vet- 
eran Magistrate for Appall- 
ing Wreckage of Homes— 
Women Rarely, If Ever, 
Leave Their Spouses. 


Special to the Post-Dispatcn. 

NEW YORK. Aug. 19.—According to 
a statement made by Joseph Pool, a 
veteran City Magistrate, more than 7700 
women are abandoned in New York by 
their husbands in the course of a year. 
‘There is no way of telling the exact 
number from the court records,"’ said 
Magistrate Pool, “because the husbands 
are brought before us often on a charge 
other than that of abandonment—for 
disorderly conduct, for instance. Then 
at the hearing the real charge is dis- 
closed by the evidence.’’ 

“What is the chief cause of abandon- 
ment?’ the Magistrate was asked. 
“Intoxication, I should say from my 
experience in the different police courts. 
Drink is at the bottom of most all of 
the trouble between man and wife, and 
drinking habits are usually accompa- 
nied by brutality toward the wife. Drink 
and brutality seem to go together. 
“In the Magistrates’ courts we do not 
hear much about ‘Incompatibility’ as a 
cause of separation. That is a word used 
in the higher courts and is there ap- 
plied to a different class of people. 
“It is hard to judge whether, in the 
majority of cases of abandonment the 
husband became addicted to drink be- 
fore or after marriage. I would nat- 
urally suppose the habit was contracted 
before marriage. But we do not usually 
get enough evidence on that point to 
enable us to strike an average. 

‘*Mep whe drink fall into the way of 
staying away from home and spending 
all their money in the whisky shops. 
Then at last they go off and leave their

mean betting on the races in _  pool- 
rooms, for that is the prevalling form 
of gambling with which we come in 
contact. Husbauds think they can make 
money without working, merely by bet- 
ting on the races, Then when they are 
broke, with no work and no money, 
they abandon their families.’ 

“Do most of the wives who are aban- 
doned have children?” 

“Yes, in the vast majority of cases in 
the police courts the wives that are 
abandoned have children, often five or 
six or more. The evidence tn many of 
tnese cases is enough to bring tears 
tv any judge's eyes. Wives, forsaken by 
their husbands, struggle along, trying 
to Support themsclves and their littie 
ones, while their worthless husbands 
loaf. Finally, we see the pale-faced 
wives in court, appealing to justice as 
a last resort,.”’ , 

“Do wives often abandon their hus- 
bands?’ 

‘No, not once in ten thousand times, 
I should say from my experience. Cer- 
tainly, such instances among the class 
of people with whom we deal are rare. 
1 do not at th.s time personally recall 
such a case.

For a little more than 70 years Bel- 
gium has been free from the eternal 
interference of European powers, and 
has im consequence made marvelous 
progress. It is interesting to note the 
contrast betwee® that country and ire- 
land. 

There is considerable similarity be- 
tween the two peoples. They are both 
overwhelmingly Catholic; are descended 
from the same Celtic stem; hospitable 
to a fault, and,brave in the face of 
danger. 

In the manufacture of linen and lace 
fabrics Ireland and Belgium are un- 
equaled in Europe. The population of 
Belgium today is very nearly seven mil- 
lions, while its area is about one-fourth 
that of Ireland. 

Thirty years ago the population of 
Belgium was much less than that of 
Ireland, which today numbers about four 
and one-half millions. In the one coun- 
try there is native rule, in the other 
there is foreign government. 

Those who favor English rule in Ire- 
jand say that it would be impossible for 
the “Green Isle” to have as proportien- 
ately large a population as Belgium for 
the reason that she lacks the coal] and 
other minerals with which the latter 
country ie so well supplied. There are 
other sources of wealth besides mineral 
which Ireland possesses in abundance. 
fier soil is the most fertile in Europe, 
the water-power of her rivers is capable 
ef developing electrical energy for a 
. country three times the size of Belgium, 
her fisheries are unexcelled, and her 
bays and harbors can accommodate the

T., 
were passing through Williams-Felker 
cattle ranch two miles ncrth of Okemanh, 
MoCarter roped a steer for fun out of 
a herd of Texas cattle. This steer be- 
ing vicious and wild, jerked the horse 
down and in falling caught McCarter 
and mashed his head and left him 
senseless on the ground. The steer 
broke the rope, and 200 or 300 head of 
cattle near by, seeing the boy down, 
turned to fight.

It would fall only a 
few thousand dollars short of paying the entire cost 
of operations in Cuba and the Philippines during the 
eight years of the administrations of Presidents Mc- 
Kinley and Roosevelt. 

This year’s corn crop will exceed 2,600,000,000 
bushels ,and its farm value, according to the best 
estimates obtainable, will be $1,300,000,000. All the 
capital stock and surplus of a]] the banks and trust 
companies of St. Louis is only $80,500,000. The as- 
sessed valuation of all the real estate and personal 
property of'the city of St. Louis is only $458,913,610. 
The total assessed valuation of all the real and per- 


acre willbe greater than ever before. 

Further, the present market indicates that the 
average price of corn this year will be higher than 
the average for ten years past, and higher than any 
single year in those ten except in 1901, when there 
was a genera] drouth and the scarcity of corn put 
the price up as high as 90 cents and made the aver- 
age for December more than 60. These are cash 
prices, the Government estimate from which they are 
made being taken from the farm and not the ex- 
change market. 

This means that in that wonderful territory con- 
tiguous to St. Louis, known as the Mississippi Val- 
ley, prosperity and plenty will reign for the next 
year at least.

The best expert estimate of the corn crop ob- 
tainable for this year is 2,600,000,000 bushels.

The Government 
estimate is always conservative and invariably falls 
under the actual production unless some untoward 
condition of weather intervenes between the time 
the estimate is made and the time the corn crop ma- 
tures. Thus, the Government estimate in 1902, 
when the record corn crop previous to this year was 
raised, was several million bushels below the actual 
number of bushels raised. In the same manner, the 
Government report on the acreage planted to corn 
in 1902 was more than 300,000 acres short. 


This year, because of the fact that there was more 
than the erdinary amount of planting after the 
Government issued its estimate of the corn acreage, 
the actual acreage will be proportionately more than 
was the actual over the estimated in 1902. Crop 
experts say this year that it will be no surprising 
thing if the actual corn planted will exceed the 
Government estimate by 500,000 acres. And vith 
a continuance of weather such as we have had these 
same experts figure that the crop in bushels will 
exceed their estimate of 2,600,000,000 by a great 
many million bushels. 

In 1901 occurred the memorable drouth which re- 
duced the corn production so materially and _ in- 
creased the average market price in a like propor- 
tion. While the acreage planted to corn that year 
was greater than ever before by more than 8,000,000 
acres the average yield was almost ten bushels to 
the acre less than during ordinary years, and the 
total yield was 380,000,000 bushels short of the 
smallest yield since 1897. 

It is interesting to follow the relative price and 
production of corn in the United States during the 
seven years previous to this one. In 1897 we raised 
1,902,067 ,933 bushels of corn and it sold at an aver- 
age farm price of 26.3 cents in December. From that 
year until 190] the average price increased a few 
cents each year. In December, 1898, it was 28.7; 
during the same month in 1899 the average was 20.3, 
and in 1900 it was 35.7. In 1901, when the drouth 
came, the price sprang to 60 cents, indicating clearly 
the demand. 

With a return to normal conditions and a continu- 
ation of the increased production after the drouth 
vear the price goes up right along with the produc- 
tion. Thus, in 1902—the big crop year—it was 5 
cents per bushel higher on an average in December 
than at the same time in 1900, the year before the 
drouth. The next year the average price craw led 
up 2 cents, as it did again the vear following. 
vear, unless all signs fail, it will make a higher in- 
crease of the average than during any other year. 
Crop experts place the December farm average at 
50 cents per bushel and say that they will be as 
much surprised to see it fall below that price as 
they will be if it goes above. 

This steady advance in the price of corn is brought

The Norwegian Parliament consists
